N e w V o r.K , December 7th.—On the mo­ 
tion of District Attorney Martine. the in ­ 
dictment for forgery against ffm . Kissane, 
found in November, 1854, was dismissed by 
Recorder Smith 
In this indictm ent Kis­ 
sane—who is now a wealthy citizen of Cali­ 
fornia, where he is known as W illiam K. 
Rogers—was charged with forging a check 
for $14,870 on the Chemical National Bank 
of this city. It was revived from forgotten 
obscurity by General Francis Darr, an al­ 
most life-long enemy of Kissane. The Re­ 
corder to-day made this indorsement on 
the old indictm ent: 
“ The District Attorney states that he 
cannot procure the evidence of witnesses 
to m aintain the indictment, and that the 
ends of justice will not be served by mov­ 
ing the trial thereof. For this reason, and 
for the further reason that the indictment 
was tiled thirty years ago, the motion of 
the District Attorney for leave to enter a 
nolle prosequi, as against the defendant Kis­ 
sane, is granted.”

W a s h i n g t o n , December 7th.—The Re­ 
publican National Committee will meet at 
the Arlington Hotel to-morrow.

Cincinnati. St. 
Louis, Minneapolis, Chicago and l ’hiladel- 
phia delegations are sounding the praises 
and merits of their respective cities for the 
honor of holding the Convention. New 
York is hardly mentioned. There is no­ 
body here urging the claims of the Empire 
State with any vim, and if the committee 
does not select upon a Western city for the 
Convention it seems likely to go to Phila­ 
delphia. 
The Chicago people seem confident of ob­ 
taining both the Republican and Demo­ 
cratic Conventions, having had both Con­ 
ventions in 1SS4. Being a central point, 
with low railroad fares, excellent hotel ac­ 
commodations, and a fine hall of large 
seating capacity, they manifest a confidence 
that is not observed among any other dele­ 
gation. The Minneapolis and Cincinnati 
delegations are doing all in their power to 
influence the majority of the committee, 
but rum ors that the Blaine men prefer 
Chicago, with

as second 
choice, are in the air. 
The members of the committee, with 
scarcely an exception, refuse to publicly 
commit themselves in favor of or against 
auy of the cities named as available for 
Convention purposes.

TOPICS.

THE PR ESID E N TS MESSAGE. 


A careful reading of the President’s 
message does not remove the conviction 
that Mr. Cleveland has brought it down 
to the level of a campaign document in the 
interest of the policy of a large portion of 
his party, but not of all of it. There is 
no new argument for qualified free trade in 
the paper. 
All that is said has been said 
before, and more forcibly. The President 
is hostile to the jioliryof protection, and 
that is really the length and breadth of his 
essay. 
That 
he 
does 
not 
find any 
remedy for the surplus in ¡dans to build a 
navy and properly fortify our coasts, is 
somewhat surprising ; nor does it seem to 
have irn[jrcsjjct4^im that a reduction of 
income may l>e made by cutting off inter­ 
nal revenue. 
That in England even the 
synopsis of the message telegraphed there 
should have produced exclamations of free 
trade delight, is conclusive of the real 
meaning of the paper. 
The English see in 
it a free trade document, and hasten to 
welcome and approve it as such. 
While repeating that there is nothing 
new in the message, it is fair to say that 
this is not the President's fault, for there is 
no new thought to he projected relating to 
it—the subject has Ireen exhausted, and all 
argument that can now lie advanced for it 
and against the protection policy of the 
country, must he repetitive. 
The puzzling 
part of the document is that wherein the 
President, while demanding radical reduc­ 
tion of the tariff; remarks that the interests 
of American labor engaged in manufacture 
must he carefully considered, as well as the 
preservation of our manufactures. 
Just 
what the President means by this vague 
utterance, in view of what precedes it, must 
form the subject of analytical debate that 
is not at all likely to reach a definite con­ 
clusion. 
The reduction of taxation as an 
abstract proposition will not he antag­ 
onized by the people, but they will not 
consent to its being made a means of re­ 
moval of protection to home manufactur­ 
ing and labor interests. 
Merely iterating 
that his scheme does r.ot propose this 
amounts to nothing. 
Just what his plan 
is, will be determined upon its face, and 
not by the President’s interpretation of it. 
W hat will strike 
the 
intelligent 
as 
most singular in the whole message is 
the inliarmony between the President’s 
view of the condition of thecountrv under 
the present taritt; and what most men rec­ 
ognize to he the fact. 
It is difficult to un­ 
derstand upon what basis the President 
grounds his apprehension of great danger 
to the nation unless something is done in 
the matter of readjusting the tariff 
In 
tact, we have been readjusting it these 
many years, and all the while the country 
has prospered, and none of the forecasts of 
ill to come and general ruin, if this or that 
tariff remedy was not applied, have come 
to pass. 
Plainly stated, the President’s 
message amounts to a projiosition to open 
the doors widely to the competition of for­ 
eign imports with American production, 
and to throw the workers engaged in such 
production into 
competition 
with the 
cheaper labor of foreign parts, and to just 
that extent to affect all those dependent 
upon or related to the home labor affected. 


THE SUPREME 
COURT 
TION. 
ON PROHIBI- 


The decision of the Supreme Court of 
the United States on the question of pro­ 
hibition by States of the liquor traffic, takes 
the Prohibition question out of national 
politics. 


Kansas has prohibition ordinances. 
It 
was contended that they were in conflict 
with the Fourteenth Amendment to the 
Constitution of the United States, which 
provides that no State shall make or en­ 
force any law which shall abridge the priv­ 
ileges or immunities of citizens of the 
I 11 itod States, nor shall any State deprive 
any person of life, liberty or property with­ 
out due process of law. 
The Court holds 
that legislation by a State prohibiting the 
manufacture within her limits of intoxi­ 
cating liquors to 1.0 sold or bartered for 
general use as beverage does not necessarily 
infringe any right, privilege or immunity 
secured l*y the Constitution of the United 
States. 
But it was contended that while a State 
might prohibit the manufacture of intoxi­ 
cating liquors for general use within her 
limits, no State can prohibit manufacture 
of liquors for export, or for the personal 
use of the maker. 
This claim was based 
upon the guarantees of the Constitution of 
protection to life, liberty and property,anil 
that the right to manufacture food or 
drink for one’s own use is included in that 
guarantee. 
But the Court calls attention 
to the fact that this claim must lie subject 
to the restriction that such manufacture 
does not prejudicially affect the rights of 
others or the best interests of the com­ 
munity, hence society has the right to pro­ 
tect itself by legislation against the injuri­ 
ous consequences of li ¡uor manufacture 
The Government may require the citizen 
to so use his own property as not unneces­ 
sarily to injure another. 
The power to de­ 
termine what is injurious to society is 
lodged in the legislative branch of the 
Government, which exert- what are known 
a- the police powers of the States. 
That 
power must determine primarily what 
measures are appropriate or needful for 
protection of public morals, health and 
safety. 
That power having in Kansas de­ 
termined the need, within the limits of 
that State, savs the Court: 


.lo Perceive any ground for 
judicially declaring that prohibition bv Kansas 
ot the manufacture for sale within her'limits of 
intoxicating liqnois for general use there as 
beverage, ;s not fairly adapted to the end of 
protecting the community against the evils 
which con'c-c-diy result liom the i xcessive use 
ot ardent spirits. 
i 
We can- ot shut out of our view the fact that * 
the public health, moral- and public safety may 
be endangered by the general u-e i f intoxi­ 
cating drinks, nor can we ignore the fact that 
■she disorder, pauperism and crime ore valent in 
the country are in large measure directly trace­ 
able to this end. 
If. therefore the State deems the absolute prc- 
hi bit inn of the mauirarture and sale within its 
lim its ol in toxicare; liquor-- to re neec**ary 
forthe fca te and security of society. Courts 
cannot override the will of the people os thus 
expressed by their chosen representatives. 
The Court then adds that it is a funda­ 
mental principle iu our institutions, indis­ 
pensable to the preservation of puhlic 
liberty, that one of the separate depart­ 
ments of the Government shall not usurp 
the ¡towers committed by the Const ¡tu­ 
ition to another. 
In response to the claim that the pro­ 


to prohibit the liquor traffic, and in sup­ 
pressing what it judges to lie a nuisance, 
it does not take unjustly property from its 
owners. 
These owners are, by the Kansas 
law, prohibited from using the article for 
a specific pur|K>se only, and which the 
Legislature has in its right, determined to 
be a use injurious to the community. 
Certainly, the decision, as we have said, 
takes prohibition out of national politics. 
It affirms the ¡tower in the States to settle 
the question, and distinctly declares that 
the Federal Government cannot and will 
not interfere in the matter. 
Even if tiie 
prohibitionists insist upon amendment to 
the Federal Constitution, they must make 
their campaign therefore in States, and 
consequently have no longer any reason 
for projecting themselves into national 
politics. 
They will probably turn their 
energies to gaining ground in the States, 
and for which work the decision of the 
chief tribunal of the land equijis them 
with new weaponry. 
It will not escape attention that the de­ 
cision i- in support of State sovereignty 
and the reserved rights of States, and is 
therefore in opposition to the admitted 
tendency to augment the Federal power 
and centralize in it authority that might 
jeopardize the right- of States. 
But the 
decision goes no further in maintenance of 
State rights doctrine that the great mass 
of the 
liberal-thinking people of the 
United States will affirm ; nor will those 
who have claimed most for strong govern­ 
ment and centralization of power, feel 
disposed to question the decision referred 
to, or look upon it as enunciating State 
rights doctrine of a dangerous character. 


T h a t the ghost of patriotic Peter Cooper 
does not rise in protest, the superstitious 
may well deem surprising, in view of the 
fact that the red flag has been flaunted in 
the hails his benevolence gave to the peo­ 
ple of New York, and that the walls of 
that building have Iieen shamed with 
echoes of the disloyal shouts of Anarchists 
against the republic and the laws. 
Sche- 
vitcli, the infamous assailant of free insti­ 
tutions,was the chief speaker to the motley 
crew that filled the spacious hall. 
This 
rascal, who goes unhanged by the merciful 
tolerance of freemen, declared the Chicago 
quartet were executed for exercising the 
right of free speech and expression of free 
thoughts. 
Here is a specimen of the 
rhetorical gush of the speaker : 
You have heard it said that the Anarchists 
do not belong to this countrv. They do not 
want to belong to this coumry. They do not 
need to come undents (lag. They have a flair 
of their ow n -th eir red flag. What is this red 
flag, for which more noble hearts have died 
than for any other? What does this red flar 
mean ? It means the blood of humanity ■ it 
means put a stop to the shedding ot blood. 
1 here is blood on that flag—the blood of thou­ 
sands and millions slaughtered for that flag 
That bosh about law and order is only dust 
that is thrown in the eyes of the people. Let us 
stand together. Let us be more fierce in our 
lauguage than ever before. Let the blood of 
Anarchists cry out|throughout the world. It is 
our flag. We will raise i t ; we will carry it 
through yonrstreets. 
W ell, for a time they may, hut possibly 
the day may arrive when the display of 
the anarchical emblem will he accepted as 
an assault upon free institutions, of such a 
character as to justify the treatment of its 
hearer as an infamous criminal, for whom 
the penalties of offended law may lie in­ 
voked. 


Kow A h S ir, the Chinese slave mistress 
and procuress, has been remanded, and 
must return to China. 
The Federal Court 
was satisfied that she sought to land under 
cover of perjury and fraud. 
In his decis­ 
ion Judge Hoffman used the following sig­ 
nificant language, which ought to make 
the Eastern sentimentalists call a halt in 
their sympathetic haste to condole with 
the Chinese, because they are not permit­ 
ted to ply their slave trade and import 
their human chattels uninterruptedly : 
I believe this traffic has been veiv extensively 
carried on, and I may say I know there is a 
good deal of money behind the persons engaged 
in it. The very fact that additional counsel 
has been employed here shows there is some­ 
body willing to pay. no doubt, a proper and lib­ 
eral counsel fee, quite beyond theordinarv abil­ 
ity of a single coolie who wants to get his wife 
from whom he has been separated six years’ 
back to him.

The A lleg ed C ause o f th e P resen ce of 
R u ssian T roops on th e F ron tier. 
P a ris, December 7th.—According to the 
latest advices from Warsaw, the massing of 
Russian troops on the frontier is attrib­ 
utable to information received by Russia of 
a concerted plan by Germany aud Austria 
for united action in the event of war be­ 
tween either of those powers and Russia. 
Iu that contingency, it was proposed that 
Germany and Austria should suddenly in­ 
vade Russian-Poland and occupy Warsaw 
by using greater facilities for mobilizing. 
Iu consequence of the discovery of this al­ 
leged project, Russia resolved to compen­ 
sate for her slow power of mobilizing by 
the permanent increase of her frontier 
forces. The movement implies no aggres­ 
sion, but is purely a defensive precaution. 


AUSTRIA TO INCREASE HER FRONTIER FORCE, 
V ien n a, December 7th.—The M ítica! 
Correspondence officially denies the report 
thut the powers interested have sent a note 
to Russia iu reference to the increased force 
on the frontiers. The paper says the Aus­ 
trian frontier guards will be completely or­ 
ganized and their numbers increased.

The McN'• HI Club Concert. 
The first grand concert of the McNeill 
Club is announced to be given at the 
Metropolitan Theater on the 20th inst. The 
club on that occasion is to be assisted by 
the soloists. Miss Alice Dyer (soprano) and 
Miss Mary Barnard (contralto), of San 
Francisco, both of whom have an enviable 
reputation as accomplished vocalists. W. 
H. Kinros.-, who first became known to 
the public of this coast some ten years ago 
as the baritone of Caroline Richings’ Opera 
troupe, is ibe Director of the club, and will 
conduct the concert, lie will also fill a 
vocal number in the programme, and curi­ 
osity is quickened to hear what change ten 
years has made in bis vocal development. 
The McNeill Club is composed of forty gen­ 
tlemen of this city, all of whom are vocal­ 
ists, and who can maintain their standing 
in the club only by vocal capacity and 
strict attendance upon study-rehearsals. 
The club is named out of compliment to 
its President, John McNeill, a well- 
known music connisseur, and who has al­ 
ways been foremost in stimulating correct 
musical tastes in the community. The club 
has been under the baton of Mr. Kinross 
for over a month, and the voices lie finds 
to be so well trained and efficient 
that 
with 
this 
brief 
drill 
be 
pronounoes the club fully competent 
to name the 20th as the date of its first con­ 
cert. The progress the club has made has 
been great, and the members are frank to 
admit that they have, though ail singers of 
more or less experience, learned a great 
deal and made notable advancement under 
Mr. Kinross. There are three classes of 
membership: Active, composed ot geDtle- 
men only, and singers ; associate members, 
composed of both ladies and gentlemen 
honorary members, and auxiliary, and of 
the latter there can be but twelve, and they 
are attached by reason of high music abil­ 
ity, service, etc. 
The club already lias 
elected over one hundred associate mem­ 
bers. These associate members, by pav- 
mentof an annual fee, have certain rights of 
admission to the concerts of the club that 
are special privileges. Single season tickets 
for the four concerts of the club, admitting 
two to each, are sold at $5, and double, ad­ 
mitting five to each, are sold at $10. Single 
admission to the concert of the 20th is $1 
for dress circle and orchestra, with no 
charge for reserves, and 50 cents for the 
gallery. The box plan is open to associate 
members on Monday, the 12th, at Hough­ 
ton’s bookstore, and to the general public 
on the loth. The club, it may well be 
said, is a valuable organization to the com­ 
munity, and deserves encouragement, for 
it is an effort in a right direction, to culti­ 
vate good taste in music matters, to elevate 
the local standard in music, give encourage­ 
ment to developing voices, and to stimu­ 
late the disposition to study music and to 
foster the natural musical inclinations.

OUR GBAPE PRODUCTS. 
Interesting Paper Upon the Vine Products 
of California. 
James I. Felter read before the Cali­ 
fornia Museum Association last even­ 
ing at its regular monthly meeting, an in­ 
teresting paper cn "The Grape and Its 
Products.” After referring to the early 
history of California and the small thought 
given to soil culture by the pioneer men of 
the State, and the causes that finally— 
thirty years ago—led them to give attention 
to agriculture, he said it was not until 1851» 
and lSGG that any effort was made to get 
grape cuttings of the finer varieties abroad, 
and little teal attention was paid to the 
grape industry until the close of the late 
war. It was found that we could raise 
every variety of grape known to the world, 
to perfection, and to-day the grape industry 
is the second in the State. About 1805 we 
began to realize the great extent of our 
valley and foothill capabilities. To-day, 
the essayist held, it is safe to prophecy that 
within the decade the production of raisins, 
wines and brandies from grapes will equal, 
if not exceed, in value the combined crop 
of our cereals. The same variety of wine 
and cognac grapes grown from cuttings im­ 
ported from Europe excel here the products 
of choice wine districts of France, Germany, 
Spain or Portugal. The vintage of Califor­ 
nia in 1886 was nearly 25,000,0U0 gallons of 
wine and 100,000 gallons of brandy. This 
year will exceed these amounts. Every 
year thousands of acres are being set out in 
vines, and in less than twenty-five years we 
will be capable of producing more wine 
than France, which in 18S0 produced about 
200.000,000 gallons. 
We have done much in twenty years in 
perfecting our wines, but there is room for 
much more improvement. We are gaining 
by experience and study year by year, and 
getting control of our fermentations; hence 
our wines, which are absolutely pure, are 
rapidly gaining a reputation abroad. A 
recent visit to Napa county had surprised 
the essayist. The valley, thirty-five miles 
by from five to seven miles, is one vast 
vineyard, with first-class improvements. 
He visited one vineyard 1,500 feet up a steep 
mountainside and found 1,200 acres set out 
on the slopes. He was told it was a heavy 
expense to cultivate gather and haul these 
grapes to the wineries, but the wine made 
from grapes grown at that altitude could 
not be excelled in France. They produced 
choice claret and white wines that win 
the attention cf consumers here, at 
the East and in Europe. We have 
exported, incredible as it may seem, during 
the past year nearly 2,000,500 gallons of 
wine to England and the continent. Since 
March 1. 1887, he had shipped alone 885 
barrels of brandy, produced in Sacramento 
county at the Johnston distillery, in bond 
to the Collector of the port of New York, 
for export to Hamburg, Bremen and Bor­ 
deaux. The brandy may come back by 
and by, doctored," flavored and mixed 
with potato and beet sugar spirit, and he 
sold as French cognac of the vintage of 
I860, at $8 to $10 per gallon. He did not 
claim all California wines to be iirst-elass ; 
to do so would be unwarranted ; but Cali­ 
fornia is fast gaining a high reputation for 
good wines, thanks to a glorious climate, 
fertile soil and the experience of the 
wine-makers and distillers, and we 
will some day he able to defy the 
world to excell us. While in St. Louis, 
some eight years ago, by invitation be 
visited an extensive wine cellar. Inquiry 
developed that not over 1,000 acres in 
grapes is cultivated in Missouri, and every 
few years the vines are killed by the cold. 
But inadvertence of the proprietor led him 
to expose to the visitor a store-room where 
were hundreds of barrels of “ sugar-cane 
crushed sugar.” Being cornered, the cel- 
larman admitted that Missouri grapes are 
so small, devoid of juices, and so starved 
in saccharine quality, that it was necessary 
to assist fermentation with sugar and in­ 
crease the quantity of the wine. Of course 
he could not make true wine out of cane 
sugar. In California we can’t afford to 
makes spurious wines, for grape juice is the 
cheapest article we have. Our acreage in 
vines is vast, and to gain an idea of it let 
us examine the statistical exhibits, and we 
find that in 1886 we had 120,000 acres, and 
nearly two-thirds of the area has been 
planted siuce 1878. The value of this prop­ 
erty is nearly $8,000,000 and it give employ­ 
ment to nearly 50,000 persons. What will 
he the extent of the industry twenty-live 
years hence ? An estimate on the basis of 
present progress gives a result that is 
simply astounding. We have the vine­ 
yards of the world in California, that of 
Senator Stanford in Tehama county is 
nearly 1,000 acres. As a curiosity we C3n 
show one vine in Santa Barbara, now sixty 
years old, that last year bore five tons of 
grapes. Asto the consumption of wine, he 
thought the people becoming no more 
intemperate—use of the light, dry wines 
he held to he promotive of tem- 
erance and to crowd strong liquors 
out, with the result that we will have less 
drunkenness, less vice and less crime. A 
few years ago the housewife would not 
hear of any raisins for domestic use that 
were not foreign. The California raisin 
they would not have, for they were dry, 
tough and difficult to seed. So they were, 
hut to-day we boast of a splendid raisin 
crop, of finest character. We have this 
year a product of a million boxes. We are 
literally driving the imported raisins out of 
the State, and even out of the United States, 
and the importation of raisins is almost a 
thing of the past. Within eight or nine 
years we have become large exporters, for 
we have found our long dry season pecu­ 
liarly adaptett to curing the fruit of the 
vine in the sun, and with our grape culture 
advancement and ease of curing by the 
sun and in dryers, we will soon command 
the entire raisin trade of America.

The Hines M urder. 
The San Francisco Bulletin last night 
says: “ Two or three weeks ago the Bulletin 
mentioned the fact that Ed. Hines, a Hum­ 
boldt merchant, who was known in this 
city, had been found cruelly murdered in a 
field near Roseville Junction. His person 
had also been robbed. Since then two men 
were arrested on suspicion, having their 
preliminary examination the fore part of 
the week at Roseville, and were bound over 
for trial, being now incarcerated in the 
county jail at Auburn. The murdered man, 
Hines, had been in Roseville several days 
looking for an investment. In the course 
of his stay he dropped into a saloon and 
invited several up to the bar for refresh­ 
ments. To pay for the same he pulled out 
a long, well-filled purse and tendered a 
double eagle, saying that was the smallest 
he had. There were two men drinking be­ 
side himself. The next day or that night 
these men disappeared, as also did Hines. 
No thought was given to the matter until 
the dead body was discovered in the open. 
One of the strangers who partook of Hines’ 
hospitality was an ex-convict, and the other 
a boy, poorly dressed and fiat bloke. These 
two were found in Sacramento, the boy be­ 
ing dressed well and splurging like a blood. 
They were arrested together with the Rose­ 
ville barkeeper, the result of the prelimi­ 
nary examination being as stated above. 
The case is a bad one for the prisoners, if 
all rumored he true.” 
Hoard of Supervisors. 
In the Board of Supervisors yesterday, 
the report of C. G. Cogswell, Poundkeeper 
of Dry Creek was received and place on file. 
Dr. W. F. Cutler, a veterinary surgeon, 
appeared before the Board and stated that 
a glandered mare was on Cardwell’s ranch, 
near Folsom.

R ecord-U nion : Pardon this com­ 
munication, but it is simply impossible for 
me to resist the impulse to write, whether 
it is published or not.

Preparing for Floods. 
The Stockton Mail in speaking of the 
islands along the lower Sacramento says : 
“ Repairs are now being made on the 
island levees. On Union and on the m in 
levees of Roberts Island dredgers are em­ 
ployed. Mr. Ferris has had a dredger at 
work on the lower division of Roberts 
Island nlmost constantly for a year and a 
half. The cost of running the dredger is 
said to be about $1,000 a month. He has 
also been repairing the cross-levee on the 
middle division at a cost of over $15.000. 
“ The expense of getting ready for the 
regular winter freshets is a heavy tax on 
the owners of reclaimed land, as the levees 
must he repaired annually. Last year over 
$12.00»i was expended in protecting Rough 
and Ready Island, and this year the ex­ 
pense will be $3,500. 
The money is raised 
by a tax which is levied on the 1.685 acres 
benefited. 
“ J. F. Spurgeon, engineer of Swamp 
Lamp District No. 403, is trying to interest 
the United States engineers and the river 
steamboat companies in a scheme to cut off 
two sharp bends between Frenchman’s and 
Dntchman’s reaches. 
The proposed cut 
would be five-eighths of a mile long. The 
wash of tlood-water and the blows of steam­ 
boats as they round the bends wear 
the levees away. 
Mr. Spurgeon says the 
district will pay at least $500, and probably 
considerably more, toward a iund for mak­ 
ing the cut. The steamboat companies, 
he expects will help, because their boats 
can avoid trouble and delay bv means of the 
cut.” 
Ducks are reported to he plentiful on the 
lakes.

Three police officers were shot at in 
Chinatown on Tuesday while on a raid. 
Mrs. Clara Belle McDonald has changed 
her residence, and now occupies a suit 
in the Lick House with her nurse and child. 
Judge Finn has rendered judgm ent in 
favor of John D. Ehrhardt, and against the 
Order of the United Friends of the Pacific 
for $1,500, by default of the defendant. 
Manager H art, who has the Chicago and 
St. Louis ball club, is trying to get “ Bobby,’’ 
Caruthers to come out "for the winter. 
He 
has offered him $500 and his iare both 
ways. 
On 
Tuesday evening a young 
man 
grabbed a handful of diamonds in Lewis’ 
jewelry store on Clay street and got away 
with them. 
He dropped two, worth $600, 
which were found. 
George F. Reeve, the old Pioneer whose 
disappearance caused so much anxiety 
among his friends, has been heard of at 
Santa Monica, to which pleasant resort his 
financial troubles had driven him . 
The officials in charge of the Chinese 
Bureau of the Custom House are hard 
pushed at present by a tremendous crush 
of Mongolians who want to register for cer­ 
tificates in time for the sailing of the City 
of Peking next Saturday afternoon. 
The two McKay boys, who ran away 
from home on Saturday with an extra suit 
and a parlor ritle, were found by officer 
llennett at the Potrero. They had sold 
the rifle and the clothes, and had 60 cents 
between them when arrested. They were 
turned over to their father. 
Patrick Crowley has been re-elected Chief 
of Police for the two-year term. This is 
the fifth consecutive term for Chief Crow­ 
ley. He was first elected by the Board in 
December, 1879. In 1867 he was elected to 
that office by popular vote, and served 
until 1873. This makes his fifteenth year 
of service. 
W iu. Ryan, a young man aged 20 years, 
was reported missing to the police yester­ 
day. He was last seen on Sunday night, 
and his anxious friends are unable to ac­ 
count for his disappearance. He was five 
feet eight inches in bight, and weighs 160 
pounds. When last seen he had jewelry of 
considerable value on his person and some 
money in his pockets. 
The retrial of James McCord, on an in­ 
dictment charging him with embracery in 
instigating Frank T. Northey to bribe 
juror IÍ. F. Wood, in (he damage suit of 
Mrs. Florence M. W right against 
the 
Geary-street Railroad Company, was begun 
yesterday in Judge Sullivan’s Court. At 
recess hour of the Court six jurors had 
been passed, subject to peremptory chal­ 
lenges, and eight had been excused bv con­ 
sent. 
Another Chinese girl has confessed that 
she was imported for immoral purposes. 
Ah Chee, who arrived on the last trip of 
the City of Peking, tells a similar story to 
those told by the girls imported by FoDg 
Chung Shee. The girl Ah Chee is 17 years 
of age, and much prettier than the general 
run of the recent importations, and these 
ere said by the customs officials to be much 
better looking than the average China­ 
woman. The girl was purchased from her 
mother by the Brokers, who paid $800 for 
her, while, on account of her beautv, she 
would easily sell in this city for $2,000. 
This young unfortunate will be used in 
the prosecution of another slave-dealer. 


T ra v e l C a lifo rn ia w a rd . 
That the volume of travel to this coast 
this season is enormous is pretty generally 
known, but its amount can be known only 
when the various railroads make their 
monthly reports. A short tim e ago the 
representative of the Atchison, Topeka aud 
Santa Fe road estimated the num ber of 
passengers brought into California by His 
line during November to be at least 10,900. 
Now the Southern Pacific Company comes 
forward with its report, which has been 
carefully prepared Ironi its records. 
It 
shows that 10,294 persons arrived in this 
State by its lines, making over 20,000 arriv­ 
als during November. 
The statistics of 
travel for last month, furnished by the 
Southern Pacific Company, are as follows: 
Eastward, first-class, 988; emigrant, 1,762; 
total, 2,750. 
Westward, first-class, 1,855; 
emigrant, 8,438; total, 10,294. 
According to an agreement of Passenger 
Agents of transcontinental lines, the rail­ 
road excursion rate to California from Mis­ 
souri river points will be raised slightly 
after January 1st.

S p e e d o f G a s a n d O t h e r E n g in e s .— A 
method of regulating the speed of gas and 
other engines for driving dynamos has been 
devised by M. Menges. 
In this system the 
supply of gas to the motor is controlled 
electrically by means of a solenoid coupled 
up w ith the lamps, either in series or in 
parallel, according as a constant potential 
or a constant current service is required. 
A soft iron core is placed in the solenoid, 
and any variation of the current in the 
latter causes a corresponding change in the 
position of the core. The core is connected 
by a lever to the gas valve, the opening 
through which is thus varied, jmri passu, 
w ith the current through the coil. 
This 
is so arranged that the greater the load on 
the dynamo the wider is the gas valve 
opened, with the curious result th at the 
speed of the engine is greater under high 
loads than under low.— Electrical Revine.
